3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to show a device for determining the angular position over 360 
degree wherein the sensor comprises a summing assembly having an output at 
which is generated an output signal (Vs), said assembly summing the electrical 
signal generated by the first probe and the electrical signal generated by the 
second probe, such that the output signal comprises discontinuities (d) 
corresponding to the discontinuities (D) of the electrical signal generated by the 
first probe and that the variation (Vv) of the output signal (Vs) between two 
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discontinuities (d) is less than the value (Vd) of the discontinuities (d) of the 
output signal (Vs), the analysis means are linked to the output of the sensor; the 
analysis means also include second means calculating the rotation speed of the 
rotary member. Because none of the prior art teaches or suggests this element, 
this feature, taken together with the other limitations of the claims renders the 
claims allowable over the prior art.
